Senate Adopts the 
Philippine Bill. 


America’s Pledge to Abandon 
the Islands Now Goes to 
the House. 


Last Day of the Debate 


on the Issue. 


Our Warships in the Orient

Pickets have been driven in 
again. Seventeen years ago tomor-

islands began. 

Today the Senate passed the bill 
whereby the Democrats will accgm- 
Plish what the Filipinos failed to do. 
The measure now goes to the House. 
As the result of the vote in the Senate 
today, the United States stands 
pledged to retire from the islands in 
not less than two, or more than four 
years, 

At one time the bill contained a 
provision whereby this country was 
to guarantee the independence of the 
islands in the face of the nations of 
the earth. But as the bill was finally 
passed we will simply pull up our 
stakes and let the Philippines slide 
into the maw of the first power that 
can grab them. 

The bill as passed is one of the most 
sensational and swéeping acts of leg- 
islation ever passed by any country. 
It is doubtful if Any other power in 
the civilized world has ever before} 
voluntarily thrown away an em " 

In the course of the long debates 
which preceded the passage of the bill 
and lasted for several weeks, the fol- 
lowing reasons were assigned by the 
Democrats for our retirement from 
the islands;

REPUBLICANS FOR BILL. 

The following Republicans voted 
with the Democrats for the passage 
of the bill: Borah, Kenyon, La Fol- 
lette, Norris and Works.

The clause providing for the retire- 
ment of the United States from the 
islands is an amendment added by 
Senator Clarke of Arkansas to a Dill 
which rearranges the present govern- 
ment of the islands.

Among the provisiong ‘of 
the bill is the creation of a native 
Senate to be added to the Present 
Philippine Legislature. The bill also 
provides that no intoxicating liquors 
shall hereafter be sold in the islands 
with the exception of the native 
drinks: Vina, tuba, basi and tapuy. 
This will have the effect of keeping 
out beer and wine, etc., and making 
the aforesaid brands of rat poison the 
Staple drinks of the islands. 

Although there is some possibility 
that the time for retiring from the 
islands may be deferred somewha 
the House will probably pass the b 
substantially as it stands, and the 
President has indicated that he will 
sign it. 150

age was hastened one day out of a 
desire to spite Senator Poindexter of 
Washington, as will appear.

Que Word Stands Between Germany and 
America in a Momentous Case. 


Berlin Refuses to Yield Further, Adding to the Gravity of 
the Situation—Answer Submitted to Lansing by Count 
Von Bernstorff Proposes an Acceptance of Liability for 
the Loss of Lives on the Vessel. | 


word “illegal,” as differently 
interpreted in the United States 
and Germany, protrudes from the 
tentative draft of the Lusitania agree- 
ment, perfected by Ambassador Von 
Bernstorff and Secretary Lansing, as 
the stumbling block which has caused 
Berlin to refer to the negotiations as 
having reached a crisis and Wash- 
ington to characterize the situation as 
grave. 

Germany’s answer, presented to 
Secretary Lansing today by Count von 
Bernstorff, proposes instead of an out- 
and-out admission of illegality of the 
method of submarine warfare used by 
the German naval authorities in sink- 
ing the liner, an acceptance of lia- 
bility for the loss of neutral lives, 
which Berlin hopes will satisfy the 
United States and still not bind Ger- 
many from continuing the submarine 
campaign. 

German officials believe that their 
previous promise to discontinue sink- 
ing unresisting merchantmen without 
warning brings the submarine cam- 
paign within the pale of international 
law, and that any inclusion of that 
phase in the Lusitania agreement is 
unnecessary and humiliating to the 
‘imperial government. 

VIEW IN BERLIN. 

The word “illegal” in the draft the 
German Ambassador transmitted to 
his government as meeting all the 
contentions of the United States, is 
taken to have been regarded in Ber- 
lin as being susceptible of appli- 
cation not to the Lusitania cage alone, 
but to the entire submarine cam- 
paign. That is the only explanation 
which officials here can find for the 
statement of Dr. Zimmerman, Under- 
secretary of Foreign Affairs, that 
“the United States suddenly made 
new demands which it is impossible 
for us to accept.” 


2 declared today 
that the position of the United States 
was unchanged and the German Am- 
bassador knew of no new demands 
which were embodied in the pro- 
posal he sent to Berlin, 

It is known that the only change 
the Berlin Foreign Office has made in 
the agreement drawn by the Secre- 
tary and the Ambassador is to sub- 
stitute for the word “illegal’ a phrase 
which, while assuming ability for 
the lives of neutrals lost on the Lusi- 
tania, does not admit of construttion 
into prohibition of submarine war- 
fare. The dispatch the Ambassador 
received today and presented to the 
Secretary was very brief, and covered 
only that one point. Otherwise, the 
document is unchanged, as it was 
drawn to meet all the contentions of 
the United States. 

After the Ambassador's visit to the 
State Department today, Secretary 
Lansing declared that the situation 
is unchanged.

Declare Breweries and Railway 
Sheds Were Injured, but Number 
of Casualties is Less than was 
First Stated—No More Detailed 
Statements to be Issued.

LONDON, Feb. 4.—The War Office 
tonight took issue with the German 
official statement concerning the 
amount of damage done in the recent 
Zeppelin raid on England. The dam- 
age to industrial or commercial] es- 
tablishments is said by the War Office 
to have been as follows: 

“Serious damage was done to three 
breweries, three railway sheds, one 
engine shed, one tube factory, one 
lamp factory and one blacksmith 
shop. Minor damage, such as the 
shattering of glass and doors, occurred 
at a munition factory, at an tron 
works in two places; at a crane fac- 
tory, at a harness factory. at a rail- 
way grain shed, at a colliery and at 
a pumping station. No docks and no 
granaries, munition factories or in- 
dustrial establishments of any sort 
other than those mentioned, were 
damaged. 

“Some fifteen houses of working 
class people were demolished and a 
large number. of small shops and 
dwelling houses were injured, some 
seriously, but many slightly. 

“The latest returns of casualties 
show that twenty-six men, twenty- 
eight women and seven children were 
killed and that forty-eight men, forty- 
six women and seven children were 
injured. 

“It is not purposed in future to 
issue detailed statements of this char- 
acter as it is inadvisable to give in- 
formation to the enemy as to the re- 
sults of their air attacks. On the oc-

NNOCENT VICTIMS 
SUFFER FOR CRIME. 


Would Hold Parents Responsible 
for Acts of Young Delinquents and 
Pay Wages for Work of State's 
Prisoners, for Support of Faniilies 
Made Destitute. 


PROPOSES REFORM 
PUNITIVE METHODS. 


Justice Forbes yesterday expounded 
some radical ideas pertaining to the 
establishment of new laws for the 
handling of criminals. 

“When young children are brought 
in on charges of delinquency they 
are not the ones who should be 
made to suffer fm their acts, but 
their parents should be tried and 


punished,” said the justice. He con- 
tinued: 

“Men who secure money under 
false pretense, by embezzlement, 


forgery or any other kind of theft, 
should be made to repay the money, 
partly while serving their sentence, 
if they are convicted. The State 
should provide a salary for men who 
are sent to penitentiaries, not for the 
prisoner, but for the maintenance of 
their families. At the present time 
the majority of families of prison- 
ers are destitute and a charge on the 
community in which they reside. 

“The State should provide an in- 
stitution for the correction of abnor- 
mal children, of which there are 
about 9000 recorded cases in Califor- 
nia at this time. They might be saved 
from lives of future crime if kept out 
of the present reform schools or penal 
Institutions, where they are thrown in 
contact. with hardened criminals.” 
Justice Forbes classes criminals in 
four divisions. The professionals, who 
have accepted crime as the method of 
eecuring their livelihood; men who 
commit crime while under the influ- 
ence of liquor or narcotica, men out 
of employment and in extreme need, 
and abnormal men and women, such 
as kleptomaniacs. 

He will discuss all of these things 
and other problems of criminology at 
the regular morning meeting tomor- 
row at the Church of the People, in 
Blanchard Hall.

Normal School Head Talks to 

Class at Hollywood High, Declar- 
ing Modern Vice is to Take Things 
Easy—Programme is Given by the 
Pupils. 


“The old-time patriot was the 
man who loved his country and was 
willing to die for it; the patriot to- 
day is the man who loves his country 
and is willing to live for it,” said 
Dr. Jesse F. Millspaugh, president of 
the Los Angeles State Normal School, 
in his address to the graduating 
class of the Hollywood High School 
in the school auditorium last night. 

“National Preparedness’ was the 
theme of Dr. Millspaugh’s address. 

“I mean more than military pre- 
pare.iness. Preparedness includes 
social and political well being,” he 
declared. 

“One of the greatest problems 
which the school today has to face 
is the overcoming of the idea that 
pleasure Hes in entertainment. We 
enjoy watching the athlete perform, 
when we should be on the field per- 
forming ourselves, and find our en- 
joyment in the work. We are too 
willing to take things easy. 

“The same fault is found in educa- 
tion. The greatest education need 
of our time is intellectual enthusiasm. 
Too many students think school is a 
place where teachers study for them. 

“True patriotism is civic courage; 
it means courage at the election 
booth and not on the battlefield. 
Our patriotism should not be pro- 
vincial, nor national, but world-wide. 
It must be built on human brother- 
hood. Civilization can never be at- 
tained without world co-operation. 

“Take it unto yourselves, students 
of the Hollywood High School, to fur- 
ther the cause of true patriotism and 
a larger national preparedness.” 

Following the address by Dr. Mills- 
paugh, C. J. MeCormick, a member of 
the Board of Education, awarded the 
diplomas to the class of thirty 
students. Miss Vera Elexander, a 
student, gave an essay, “Yesterday, 
Today and Tomorrow.” Horace Ran- 
dall gave an oration, “The Rainbow 
Trail.” A piano solo by Miss Eunice 
Abernathy, and a vocal solo by Miss 
Ruth Russell were well received. 
Music for the programme was fur- 
nished by the High School Orchestra.

In the process of absorbing the vari- 
ous companies mentioned, there has 

required $30,000,000 common 
stock and $10,000,000 preferred.. The 
corporation has a working capital in 
its treasury of $5,000,000, partly se- 
cured from the sale of preferred stock 
and partly from acquiring the sur- 
pluses of absorbed companies. The 
par value of the preferred stock is 
$100, and this stock may be marketed 
for cash. The par value of the com- 
mon stock ts $50, and this is to be 
used in the taking over of various con- 
cerns entering the combination. Stock- 
holders of the Mexican Petroleum 
Company, Lied., are to be given an 
opportunity shortly of exchanging 
their stock for holdings in the new 
corporation. 

The complete absorption of the 
other three corporations has already 
been virtually effected. The Puena 
Fe Petroleum Company owns 22,000 
acres in Southern Texas and some 
200 odd in California. The Petroleum 
Transport Company's eighteen ships 
and other oil-carrying equipment, 
totaling in capacity nearly 1,000,000 
bar-els, are now controlled by the 
larger organization. There still re- 
mains in the treasury of the Pan- 
American Petroleum and Transport 
Company some $95,000,000 of units- 
sued common stock and some $15,- 
900,000 preferred, to be used—aside 
from the amount required to effect 
exchanges with the minority stock- 
holders of companies already ab- 
sorbed—in the swinging of further 
deals for ofl properties.

HE DEFINITE announcement 

that arrangements have been 

completed for the beginning of 
the mammoth freight terminal and 
market project on the site of the Pa- 
eme Electric car barns and shops on 
East Seventh street means also the 
end of delay on another important 
Southern California industrial devel- 
opment that promises to overshadow 
anything of its kind west of Chicago, 
namely, the construction of the new 
and greater Pacific . Electric and 
Southern Pacific car shops at Tor- 


France. 

Plans for the great Torrance project 
were completed several months ago 
and this enterprise has only awaited 
the conclusion of the market terminal 
negotiations as a preliminary to going 
ahead. The site for the shops, com- 


prising a plot of 125 acres, was ac- 
quired over two years ago. 


whole of the property, comprising a 
score of large steel frame building and 
a number of smaller structures. The 
investment in grounds, buildings and 
equipment will run into several mil- 
lions, the exact figures never having 
been announced by the projectora. 
The land is near the twenty-five- 
acre tract on which the Llewellyn Iron 
Works has just started its $400,000 
Torrance plant, and like that property 
will be entirely surrounded by a high 
fence. The railway companies have 
already laid tracks to both tracts. 
The shops will be devoted to the 
manufacture of cars for the Pacific 
Electric and Southern Pacific systema. 
All future cars for the electric line will 
be made at Torrance from the start, 
and it has Deen rumored that the 
Southern Pacific will entirely abandon 
its shops at other places and confine 
its manufacturing activities to the Los 
Angeles manufacturing suburb.

struction 1s $6,500,000. All buildings 
will be of remforced concrete with 
millions of square feet of window 
space. The elevator order for the 
first unit of construction will be the 
largest ever placed in the West. 

Each warehouse building will have 
an eighty-foot private paved street on 
one side and switching tracks on the 
other, so that a street and a combina- 
tion of tracks will serve each build- 
ing. 

In all there will be more than two 
miles of railroad track, thus assuring 
the most expeditious handling of all 
deliveries to the warehouses, while 
the private streets will assure cor- 
respondingly rapid “picking up” of 
shipments for delivery to retail con- 


cerns. 
TO START AT ONCE. 

Work on the first unit of the ter- 
minal will be started this month and 
rushed to completion. The second unit 
ef construction, which will include 
two additional six-story buildings, 
will probably be under way before 
the end of the year. 

A style of construction in keeping 
of with the terminal buildings will be 
selected for the near-by inbound and 
outbound freight houses of the Pa- 
cific Electric. 

A large part of the warehouse and 
market space has already been con- 
tracted for, assuring the launching 
of the enterprise as a definite and 
new note in the city’s industrial life. 

' WHAT IT MEANS. 

That the new wholesale terminal 
will actually make every city in 
Southern California an integral part 
of Los Angeles from a traffic point 
of view, and move the Los Angeles 
harbor directly, if figuratively, into 
the wholesale district of the city, is

The Pacific Electric has already en-

There is also a 
claim for $515 alleged to have been 
loaned by the hotel to Mr. Drummond, 
and an assigned claim for $3360 for 
auto service and $100 loaned by the 
hotel garage. 

Mr. Drummond, who has figured

years, has often declared the world 
Places a handicap on a “rich man’s 
son.” His first business venture was 
the purchase of a seat on the New 
York Stock Exchange for $47,000. He 
Was equeezed in a “corner” and sold 
his seat on the exchange for $87,000, 
paid his debts and came to Los An- 
geles to try to show his father he 
could make a living for himself. His 
} first position was that of a contracting 
agent for the El Paso and South- 
western Railroad.

Meyer of Chicago, at the Trenton Ho- 
tel. A few months later they were

Drummond believed he was emerging 
from some of his financial difficulties 
and was preparing to engage in a 
big business enterprise on the West 
Coast of Mexico, he said: “My mar- 
ried life was fairly peaceful for the 
first two years. Then I was seriously 
ill at the Derby Hotel for eight 
months.

It 
seemed to me at that time Mrs. 
Drummond and her relatives were 
eager for me to pass to the beyond. 
They went so far as to make arrange- 
ments for my funeral, but somehow 
I pulled through. 

“Between my first and second M- 
nesses Mrs. Drummond and her fa- 
ther visited my mother, who was 70 
yeare old, and induced her to change 
her will so as to leave Mrs. Drum- 
mond and my daughter each one- 
third of the estate of more thaw 
$1,000,000 which I had expected to 
inherit.

With the resignation yesterday of 
Capt. J. L. McBride, N.G.C., who is 
the ninth National Guard officer to 
announce his withdrawal from the 
Seventh Regiment in the past few 


days, another company in that or- 
ganization is left to the command of 
a junior officer. Capt. McBride has 
been in command of “o. L, stationed 
at Santa Ana, and announces his res- 
ignation is for business reasons. 

The other eight officers, including 
ei two whose resignations have already 
been accepted, made little comment 
upon the situation yesterday. They 
state their attitude will tg one of 
“watchful waiting.” It is thought 
probable that an effort will be made 
to delay action upon the resignations 
submitted pending an investigation of 
the whole affair by the Adjutant- 
General. If this is done, it is stated, 
the officers will resort to the courts 
to compel the acceptance of their res- 
ignations without delay. 

Col. Schreiber, whose alleged high- 
handed methods in dealing with his 
subordinate officers are said to have 
resulted in the flood of resignations, 
said last night that the mailing of pa- 
pers direct to the Adjutant-General 
as was done with most of the letters 
of resignation, constitutes in itself a 
military offense. According to him, 
communications should be sent 
through his hands.

“The mailing direct of these let- 
ters indicates to me that the dis- 
gruntied officers are afraid to trust 
them in my hands, afraid they 
would not be approved and sent to 
the proper authorities.

SHUT OFF DOPE SUPPLY. 


United States Aids Mexican Govern- 
ment to Put Stop to Shipments 
of Opium from This Coun- 
‘try by Holding up Con- 
signments at Line. 


That the government will co-oper- 
ate with Mexican authorities to pre- 
vent importation of opium into that 
country was indicated by a telegram 
received yesterday by the collector of 
customs from the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Some time ago the collector in- 


'; formed the Washington department 


that there had been received in San 


Diego, from New York, a shipment of 
twenty-two cases of crude opium, des- 
tined for Ensenada and other Mexican 
ports, and asking, in view of the order 
of the Carranza government against 
the importation of the drug, what 
should be done with it. The value of 
the shipment is estimated at $26,500. 

The telegram from the Treasury 
Department authorizes the collector 
to hold the shipment and any future 
shipments intended for Mexico. 

E. A. Gonzales, the new Mexican 
Consul at San Diego, informs the col- 
lector that he has recently refused to 
certify $15,000 worth of crude opium 
intended for importation into Mexico. 


SERIO-COMIC FRRORS. 


Frank Anderson, arrested on a 
charge of driving a car while in an 
intoxicated condition, was dismissed 
yesterday by Justice Summerfield 
without relating in detail the comedy 
of errors which led to his arrest sev- 
eral evenings ago and incarceration 
in the County Jail with a group of 
burglars.

SHIPPING TABOO ENDS. 


Carranza Enables Ship Owners 
to Clear for All West Coast 
Ports—First Vessel Now 
Making the Run. 


The steamer Corwin, operating un- 
der charter to the Southwestern 


Steamship Company of this city, has 
the distinction of being the first Amer 
ican vessel to clear for Ensenada, in 
addition to other Mexican West Coast 
ports, since Lower California has been 
under the control of Gov. Esteban 
Cantu, according to information issued 
yesterday from the steamship office 
prior to the sailing of the Corwin last 
night. 

Heretofore the Carranza officials 
would not permit a vessel making calls 
at Ensenada to land at their ports and 
Gov. Cantu would not permit a vessel 
making ports under Carranza control 
to land at Ensenada. This has been 
a matter of inconvenience to local 
shippers for some time, according to 
the steamship company officials. The 
recent recognition of Gov. Cantu’s au- 
thority in Lower California by Gen. 
Carranza has smoothed the difficulty 
and, commencing with this voyage, 
cargoes will be acceptéd for ports in 
all West Coast territories. 

Gov. Cantu and a party of seven 
Mexican officials were aboard the Cor- 
win when she cleared from the local 
harbor. They have been here several 
days while Gov. Cantu has been mak- 
ing the acquaintance of a recent ac- 
quisition to the Cantu family. The 
newcomer, a baby girl, was born here 
about three weeks ago in the residence 
on Rampart boulevard where Mrs. 
Cantu has lived since her arrival here 
several months ago.

The softening and refining influence of 
charity is divinely sweeter on the great 
ocean of life, as it ebbs and flows and beats 
upon the shores of time, than silvery notes 
of music which, rippling o’er the moonlight 
waves, ravish the delighted soul of man. 
What pleasant memories does she not bring 
with her. What delicate flowers does she 
not plant in our hearts. What poems, filled 
with jeweled thoughts, does she not whisper 
in our ears. The pencil that would paint 
her beauties should be tipped with the hues 
of heaven. 3 

The benefactions in sums of $10,000 or 
oven given by 224 American rich men in 
1914 for religious, educational, scientific and 
charitable purposes amounted to over $310,- 
000,000. James Campbell willed his entire 
estate valued at between $10,000,000 and 
$16,000,000 to the medical department of 
St. Louis University, the leading Jesuit col- 
lege of the West. John D. Rockefeller do- 
nated $5,017,000 in money and 85,000 acres 
of land in Louisiana to various educational 
and charitable institutions. Andrew Carne- 
Sie's donations to similar purposes amount- 
ed to $6,355,000. Col. H. G. Payne gave 
$4,350,000 to Cornell University, and George 
H. Hermann of Houston, Tex., gave $3,000,- 
900 for charitable purposes. 

These were great sums given to public 
charities. The amount given every day in 
every city in private charity cannot be es- 
timated. The gifts of money, of clothing, of 
food and of shelter are innumerable. It 
may be safely said of Los Angeles that no 
man, woman or child in her borders need 
lack for food or raiment or a bed in which 
to sleep. It may be said of her people in the 
language of Paul, “There abideth with them 
faith, hope, charity, these three; but the 
greatest of these is charity.” | 


EMOCRACY AND DEFICIENCY. 

In one of Boucicault’s Irish plays he 
makes the hero say of a friend who had 
been arrested for highway robbery: “Oh, 
the big heart of him it was that led to his 
arrest. He stopped the agent of the land- 
lord on the road and took the rent money 
away from him, and thin he divided it wid 
the poor robbed tinants.” | 

Senator Newlands takes the same ground 
with the character in the “Colleen Bawn.” 
He proposes to let the Philippines go, but, 
before they go, to sweeten their departure 
with a gift of $20,000,000, and when Senator 
Vardaman asked the Nevada man where in 
hell the government would get the $20,000,- 
000—or words to that effect—Frank replied 
“by additional taxation—by the inheritance 
and income tax.” 

Mr. Wilson argues that by lowering the 
present limits of exemption and the figure 
at which the surtax shall begin to be im- 
posed, and by increasing, step by step 
throughout the present graduation the sur- 
jax itself, the Income taxes, as at present 
appoftioned, could be doubled or trebled or 
even quadrupled. 

The administration suggests that there 
are many additional sources of revenue that 
can be resorted to. A tax of 1 cent per 
gallon on gasoline and naphtha would yield 
at the present estimated production $10,- 
000,000; a tax of 50 cents per horse power 
on automobiles and internal explosion en- 
gines, $15,000,000; a stamp tax on bank 
checks, $18,000,000; a tax of 25 cents per 
ton on. pig iron, $10,000,000; a tax of 25 
cents per ton on fabricated iron and steel, 
$10,000,000. | 

The effect of the taxes recommended by 
Mr. Wilson upon his re-election may be con- 
jectured. How the owners of autos would 
not rush to the polls to support a man who 
made them pay for the horse power of 
their machines and an additional price for 
the gasoline that generated the power. How 
the drawers of bank checks would not speak 
cuss words at being compelled to lick 
stampe and affix them to their checks. How 
the 580,000 Tubal Cains employed in iron 
works would not welcome with joy the levy 
on their wages inflicted by an income tax 
and would not hail with delight the reduc- 
tion of their pay which the tax on the pro- 
duction of iron and steel goods would be 
sure to entail. | 

Democracy in power has demonstrated 
beyond a peradventure the utter inefficiency 
of Democratic theories. A growing Demo- 
cratic deficiency has been substituted for a 
Republican surplus. The Democratic party 
has exhibited its utter incapacity to govern 
this nation wisely or well. It has burned 
the candle at both ends. It has been guilty 
of extravagance and waste in handling the 
public money and of insane folly in reducing 
the revenues. 
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it dug its grave, and now, instead of era wl- 
ing into the hole and dying more or less 
honorably, it insists in saving its funeral 
expenses by parading the country arrayed 
in a tattered shroud and gibbering its plati- 
tudes in the ears of ail who will listen. 

The people are weary of it and in Novem- 
ber next they will say to Woodrow Wilson: 

“Avaunt and quit my sight, 

Let the earth hide thee; 

Thy bones are marrowless, 

Thy blood is cold. | 

There is no speculation in those eyes 

That thou dost glare withal.” 


EMOCRATIC DEFICITS. 
At present the nation is facing a def- 
icit of five million dollars a month in spite 
of the income tax to help out. It was ever 
thus with the poor old Democracy in power. 
Reports of the first Cabinet meeting in sev- 
eral ronths, at which this deficit was dis- 
cussed, show the embarrassing position 
which the Wilson administration has got 
the country into through its economic ad- 
ministration. 

This condition was foreseen by the Re- 
publican statesmen, but the theorists ig- 
nored the mistakes of past Democratic ad- 
ministrations and proceeded with the smash- 
ing ot the protective tariff, which even the 
Democrats now realize is the main cause 
of the $60,000,000 deficit which it faces this 
fiscal year. The administration is schem- 
ing for more taxes and trying for some 
method to raise them. : | 

If we are to have an adequate programme 

r national defense it cannot be carried out 
without a bond issue; but the poor old De- 
mocracy now needs a bond issue to cover 
current expenses. This is nothing new for 
Democratic administration. The people 
promptly turned the Democrats out of pow- 
er on this issue once, and a similar fate 
awaits them next November. 

The Democratic party has always clam- 
ored for a “tariff for revenue only,” but the 
trouble with that kind of a tariff is that it 
doesn’t produce sufficient revenue to pay cur- 
rent expenses. In August last more than 
71 per cent. of all our imports came in free 
under the present Democratic tariff. If the 
last Republican tariff had remained on the 
statute books we would have sufficient rev- 
enue to run the government, even without 
an income tax, and also without the so-called 
“war tax,” for the Payne-Aldrich tariff pro- 
duced a surplus. . 

And now the Democrats see nothing to 
do but to burden the people with more 
taxes, make the people pay for the mistakes 
of the Democratic party. The demonstra- 
tion of incapacity to govern is complete. 
In November the Democracy will have to 
answer these facts; and what kind of an 
answer can they make?

Advices regarding the 
Spot situation are very conflicting, al- 
though the action of the southern spot 
markets does not indicate any undue 
pressure. At the same time, the de- 
mand is slow and suggests that spin- 
ners are buying only when needed. 
The export inquiry continues dull, and 
as the tonnage situation shows no im- 
provement it is hardly likely that any 
appreciable volume of exports will re- 
sult in the near future. The Lusitania 
controversy continues a damper on 
constructive efforts and all things 
considered the situation offers little 
encouragement to the bulls.

BIG IMPROVEMENT FOR HARBOR 
DISTRICT.

Half Million Cubic Yards of Sand 
may be Moved to Create Pieasure 


Plans for the removal of Knob Hill

SUN’S CHOSEN LAND. 


Glance at Sunshine Map Shows why 
Motion-picture Industry has 
Grown to Such Immense Pro- 

portions Here, Weather- 
man Tells Rotary Club. 


„A glance at the sunshine map of 
the United States will show the 
quizzical why the giant motion-pic- 
ture industry has located in South- 
ern California,” Dr. Ford A. Carpen- 
ter, local forecaster of the United 
States Weather Bureau, told mem- 
bers of the Rotary Club yesterday, at 
a luncheon at the Alexandria. 

“The maximum amount of sun- 
light,” he continued, falls in a very 
limited area of the country, including 


a small portion of Utah, New Mexico, 


most of Arizona and Nevada, and 
about half of California. Over this 
area, which measures approximately 
600 miles wide and 700 miles long, 


desert conditions prevail. In South- 
ern California the desert has been 
reclaimed to a greater degree than is 
known elsewhere in the world. The 
pleturesque Quality of the scenery of 
this region is nowhere excelled, even 
though the quantity of it is distinctly 
limited. 

“Along a narrow strip less than 
fifty miles wide and 200 miles long 
there is every variety of natural set- 
ting of mountain, desert, and sea- 
shore, and, owing to the splendid sys- 
tem. of boulevards, it is accessible be- 
tween sunrise and sunset. In the 
wide diversity of natural surround- 
ings, and the greatly differing physi- 
cal characteristics of the country, it 
is possible to take a morning plunge 
in the Pacific, lunch amidst the pines 
and snows of the Sierra Madre, and 
eat dinner under the orange trees in 
the San Gabriel Valley.”

WOMEN JOIN IN 
DUAL CAMPAIGN. 


To Keep Parties in State and 
End Job-holding Abuses. 


Republican League’s “O.K.” on 
Applause Given Moves Against 

More than 100 members of the 
Women's Republican League at their 
monthly luncheon at Christopher's 
yesterday enthusiastically indorsed 
the proposed registration law referen- 
dum and initiative against job-holding 
abuse, petitions for which will be in 
circulation early next week, and de- 
clared they will work zealously for 
the success of both issues. 

Frank C. Roberts, publisher of Long 
Beach and the Republican candidate 
for Congressman last fall, and As- 
semblyman Bartlett addressed the 
women. Both urged concentration of 
efforts with the prediction of Repub- 
lican victories in the State and nation. 

Concerning the nonpartisan fiasco 
foisted upon a public that did not 
want it, Mr. Roberts said the most 
significant development in political 
circles of California of recent months 


was the defeat at the polls last Octo- 
ber of the Johnson scheme. 


“There is no such thing as non- | 


partisanship and never can be while 
human nature remains unchanged,” 
said Mr. Roberts. “Parties represent 
certain principles, and it is only prop- 
er that candidates should be selected 
by these parties to represent their 
principles; it is equally manifest that 
parties should be given the power to 
select these candidates and give them 
the benefit of official approval.“ 

Mr. Roberts said he is heartily in 
favor of a return to the old conven- 
tion method of choosing candidates. 
“T firmly believe a large body of rep- 
resentative men and women could be 
gathered from all parts of the county 
to act tn unison for the good of Rep- 
ublicanism, I am not particular as 
to how these delegates should be 
chosen except that they be of .good 
standing and character in their re- 
spective communities, persons whose 
presence and participation in such a 
rathering would be a sufficient guar- 
antee of its integrity of purpose.” 

Assemblivman Bartlett reviewed the 
action of the Legislature at the recent 
extra session and gave warning that 
the only way to defeat the ends of the 
legislators who are ever willing to act 
under the instructions of thelr Sacra- 
mento boss is to get behind the ref- 
erendum and initiative propositions. 

“As lone as it is rossible for the 
Governor to make demands of men to 
whom he has given ſobs we will be up 
against legislation that is enacted for 
a selfish few instead of for the peo- 
ple,” he said. There are now twenty- 
two members of the Legislature who 
are drawing pay for their services as 
such and also for other State jobs. 
This being true, it Is not hard to un- 


‘derstand why the whiphand can be 
Played so successfully over them. 

“The support of the Initiative will 
make it impossible for a legislator to 
hold another State position, and that 
Will solve the problem. As to the ref- 
erendum, there is none of us who 
Wants to lose the privilege of partisan- 
ship, and we must see that the law 
passed at the extra session never be- 
comes effective.”

Secretary Lansing and Count von 
Bernstorff, the German Ambassador, 
met quite informally in the Metropoli- 
tan Club here today.

Although it was not 
disclosed just what was said, there 
Was no intimation that the Ambassa- 
dor had been informed that he might 
have to communicate with his gov- 
ernment on the matter again. In fact, 
the Am r seemed extraordi- 
narily optimistic at the conclusion of 
the talk. 

The cardinal pointa of the tentative 
form of settlement were obtained to- 
night. The agreement is prefaced 
with the statement that submarine 
warfare in the North Sea was inau- 
gurated by Germany in retaliation for 
what she regarded as the illegal 
British blockade, under the orders in 
council. It then states that the 
method of conducting submarine war- 
fare in the North Sea has been modi- 
fied on account of the friendship 
Germany has for the United States, 
and because of the fact that Ameri- 
can lives have been lost. 

Germany says that the killing of 
Americans was not intended because 
reprisals should not be applied to neu- 
trails and in addition to expressing re- 
gret for the loss of American lives, 
assumes liability and offers repara- 
tion in the form of indemnity. 

The last portion of the document 
expresses the realtliness of Germany 
to co-operate with the United States 
in any effort looking toward the 
freedom of the seas. 

DRAFT GOES TO WILSON. 


Secretary Lansing sent the draft to 
President Wilson last night. It was 
said today that the Secretary would 
not confer with the President until 
Monday unless there should be unfore- 
seen developments. Secretary Lan- 
sing allowed it to become known to- 
day that he might have some an- 
nouncement on the Lusitania case to 
make within the next few days. 

In view of the nature of the phrase
